Contrary to applicants assertions Te reference to Enzinger does discloses axial sliding 
motion of the insert element 8 were said sliding element does have a diameter that is 
different from the main passageway diameter . It should also be noted that that the first 
end section comprises two openings 11 and 12 which have different diameters. In a 
reasonably broad reading of the claims this would meet the claimed dimensions fo the 
first and second passageway diameters .
